Final summary of conclusions by the Kidd committee in their 
report on the administration of the affairs of the British Columbia 
government were presented by the committee as follows: 

“We are of opinion that the time has come for a complete change 
In the ideas, opinions and motives which have influenced both the 
electors and the elected In the past. Patronage and self-interest have 
been allowed to control tbe affairs,of government and the public purse 
has been regarded as an inexhaustible booty upon which all may prey. 
Our legislators and their leaders have lived so long In an atmosphere 
of concession, compromise and debt that It Is difficult. If not Impos¬ 
sible, for them to realise the entirely new conditions with which they 
are to-day confronted. The record of deficits and public debt to be 
found in the first chapter of this report proves conclusively that re¬ 
form and economy have been urgently required for many years, and 
It la not pleasant to reflect that only the present financial crisis 
has created the opportunity fpr this warning, now much overdue, to be 
given to the public. 

“When w'e consider all the circumstances constituting the financial 
position of our province, the picture la an alarming one. ItTa certain 
that another unbalanced budget la already lh sight and that no .econo¬ 
mies of a sufficiently drastic character are being effected to compensate 
for the deficiency. 

“The government of the day la faced with a heavy drain on the 
public purse for unemployment relief and other expenditures which 
cannot continue for more than a few months, so that- the prospect 
for the ooming winter la disturbing In the extreme. We are not 
alarmists, but we consider It our duty to warn the public of the 
present desperate condition of the government’s finances in order that 
they may have at least an opportunity of stemming the tide before 
It Is too late. 

“We have done our best In accordance with our Instructions to indi¬ 
cate economies which an erncient and unhampered administrative ma¬ 
chine could enforce, bringing in sight a balanced budget and the 
restoration of public confidence, which to-day is badly shaken. r 

“But such a machine will, of course, depend for Its successful opera¬ 
tion on those by whom it is directed. As we have already shown In the 
chapter dealing with the control of expenditures, the most perfect 
safeguards resulting from centuries of experience can be nullified in 
their operation by s multitude of counsellors uncertain when to aay 
‘Tee,’ and seldom capable of saying 'No.* 

“By what means such an administrative machine la to be created 
la not fdr us to say. All we can suggest, is that the demand for Ita 
immediate creation is imperative If we wish to avoid the disgrace 
of having the control of the affairs of the province paaa Into the Banda 
of ita creditors. 

“It has. we .bclieyg, been suggested that, should the. occasion Arise, 
the Dominion government will take such steps as may be necessary 
to protect the solvency of any provincial government. We are of opinion 
that this very important aspect of our financial position should be 
investigated and. If possible, a definite understanding arrived at,**

O N THEIR FIRST VISIT TO WESTERN 

Canada Victoria is heartily welcoming the 
Governor-General, the Earl of Bessborough. and his 
charming consort They are to spend a week on the 
Island altogether, and all will hope the weather man 
will be kind and that their first visit to this city will 
enable them to take many pleasant memories hack 
with them to Rideau Hall. 

Unlike most of those who have represented the 
King m Canada, the present Governor-General is es¬ 
sentially a man of business; but he also is a man of 
many other parts. He was called to the Bar at 
the Inner Temple in 1903. For seven years he was 
a member of the House of Commons and he also 1 
served a terra on the London County Council. From 
1924 to 1931 he filled the post of deputy-chairman 
of the De Been Consolidated Mines Limited, and 
chairman of the San Paulo (Brazilian) Railway 
Limned from 1921 until he assumed his present 
duties at Ottawa. -\ . * 

It will be readily understood, therefore, that the 
Earl of Besshorough will view Western Canada from 
more standpoints that the one which is required by 
the obligations of his office. We may be sure he will 
be especially interested in the industrial and other 
possibilities of the part of the Dominion which he is 
seeing for the first time. There is much to engage 
his attention and we trust he wilk fmd the experience

THE COMMITTEE 8 REPORT 

R1FHILE MANY OF THE KIDD COM- 

f T mtitee's recommendations have been known to 
readers of The Times for some tune, the report, which 
was officially released for publication yesterday eve¬ 
ning. remains a document of exceptional interest. It 
represents a great deal of painstaking work by the 
members of the committee, and however sharp may 
le the disagreement over some of the findings set 
forth in it. it should be generally agreed that th- 
•ommittee has shown an exemplary public spirit And 
• high sense of public duty m undertaking its un¬ 
usually formidable task in the full realization that 
many of its recommendations would be unpalatable 
-fen numerous quarters. 

The committee was appointed as the outcome of 
agitation 4 for an inquiry into provincial governmental 
administration by important business interests, mainly 
if Vancouver. ~ For that reason it was composed al¬ 
most entirely ol businessmen. This meant, m turn, 
that it would view government as an almost exclusively 
business proposition, and this, again, explains the 
various unworkable proposals which appear in the 
report __ 

If the committee members had had any consider¬ 
able legislative or administrative experience, or had 
included some close students of the science of govern¬ 
ment, not a few of the recommendations which appear 
in the present report would not have been made. It 
would have realized that government is not a business 
proposition: that, in fact, the purely business side of 
it is a subsidiary feature of it; that matters of public 
health, law and order, education, the protection of 
life and property, indeed the whole social order, are 
things which can not be envisaged m terms of money. 
It would have recalled that there is scarcely any 
record of a so-called business government being suc¬ 
cessful, since it invariably has been kicked out of office 
by an angry electorate because it forgot that what 
may be regarded as good business in the way of gov¬ 
ernmental administration may be regarded by ■he 
public—the maitere ol government « a menace to 
their welfare. 

The prerent financial difficulties of this province 
1 —as well as those of most other countries—are largely 
attributable to pressure from important business inter¬ 
ests which, when times were good, have forced govern¬ 
ments to engage in extravagant policies, or have caused 
ihe hooding of taxation by iheir demands for special 
franchises. While govemmesilal structures throughout 
the world are defective enough, the business fabric is 
pitiably fragile, as the economic record of the last 
three years has abundantly proved. Government with 
all its faults has been at least as efficient as private 
business, and in some cases much more honest. 

Hence, the ICidd committee began its work with 
formidable limitations, which account for the fact that 
while it hat made many sound recommendations m 
regard to the purely business aspect 01 government, it 
got over its head when it dealt with those atpecis of 
which business economics were altogether secondary 
features. For example, its recommendation cutting 
down the age for free education may look like a good 
business proposition on the surface, but it would in¬ 
volve an impossibly invidious discrimination against a 
large section of the population and make secondary 
education a matter of class distinction based upon the 
relative possession of material means. It also would 
materially add to our unemployed lot and that would 
be bad in every way. 

It is more important that the most liberal oppor¬ 
tunities for education should be provided for the 
youth of dm country without regard, to. social or eco¬ 
nomic class distinction—bearing in mind that this 
youth before long must bear the extraordinary burden 
of the folly of the older generation and that the legacy 
of debt bequeathed to it largely springs from the 
selfishness and extravagance of our business life— 
than it is to lighten the burden of commercial enterprise. 
Nor is it possible to restrict the conditions under which 
schools are operated m die country districts, for the 
simple reason that settlers who have been encouraged 
to go to thaw districts by the state have been assured 
that faedrtie* for the training of their children 
will he afforded them when they have a certain specs- 
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fed number of young people to take advantage of 
them. That is an implied contract, and whether it 
is sound business or not, it can not be violated. 

The implication in the re comm endation that the 
Lieutenant-Governor should he a check upon provin¬ 
cial governmental administration needs only to be 
mentioned to show how far afield the committee was 
able to get when it departed from the straight and 
narrow path of sheer considerations of revenue and 
expenditure. Constitutionally the Lieutenant-Governor 
could not fill the role suggested for him. even if he 
were competent to do so. Moreover, the fact, which 
the committee seemed to overlook, that he is an offi¬ 
cial of the Dominion government, subject to its in¬ 
structions, in itself should be sufficient to accentuate 
the absurdity of this proposal. Apart from constitu¬ 
tional considerations, the Dominion government has 
enough on its hands to make both ends meet—and at 
present it is not even beginning to do that—withoiH 
attempting to run the finances of the people of this 
province through casual non-representative appointees 
at Government House, many of whom never have had 
ten minutes’ acquaintance with the complexities and 
perplexities of public life. 

Other anomalies in the report spring from the 
curious idea that the province for administration pur¬ 
poses should he patterned on the federal electoral sys¬ 
tem. Fpr example, the committee thinks government 
agencies should be reorganized on the division of the 
province into fourteen districts, without regard to the 
fact that this division is purely an electoral arrange¬ 
ment. devised as the result of the decennial census, 
and has nothing whatever to do with administrative 
conditions, which, as Jar as Ottawa is concerned, are 
scarcely in the picture. Ottawa's administrative func¬ 
tions in those districts are as a whole of minor import 
and in some cases completely negligible, while in 
them the province is charged with innumerable re¬ 
sponsibilities. Indeed, an attempt to base the opera¬ 
tion of government agencies on a federal distribution of 
electoral constituencies would result in chaos. Imagine 
a settler walking a hundred miles in the winter to a 
government agent to obtain a marriage license. 

Nor would the policing of British Columbia by 
the Dominion police, instead of by the provincial 
police, he satisfactory. It would be even had business 
as far as revenues are concerned. No police force can 
properly or fairly serve two masters. Undoubtedly 
the provincial police might enlarge it$ municipal re¬ 
sponsibilities, but under no circumstances should the 
public entrust this important agency for the administra¬ 
tion of law and order to a body which must take its 
orders from Ottawa. Eventually, of course, the Do¬ 
minion police, as it now exists, must be abolished ex¬ 
cept in the unorganized districts of Canada. 

When it deals with the purely financial aspect* 
of government the committee is on firmer ground. The 
Times is in full accord with the report on the im¬ 
perative necessity of economy in administration, but 
with the reservation that this is just as important when 
limes are good as when they are bad. If those who 
pressed for this investigation had taken sufficient in¬ 
terest in the administration of provincial affairs when 
“everything was lovely and the goose hung high ’ as 
they did six months ago, there would have been no 
need for drastic measures to-day. 

There is nothing new in the information the com¬ 
mittee gives in respect of the growth of current expen¬ 
diture, the increases of the public debt and of taxa¬ 
tion : all these have been labored in the press for a 
considerable period. We /agree with the committee 
that the government is top-heavy, that there should 
• be only six ministers, and we think the membership 
of the provincial legislature should be substantially 
reduced, although the extent to which this should be 
done is a jnatter for careful investigation. You can 
not redistribute legislative representation with a map 
and a blue pencil. The electorate, especially that part 
of li which has been induced to settle tn remote sec¬ 
tions, must be heard from, for British Columbia con¬ 
sists of some 690.000 human beings and not a map. 
and government must conform to the wishes and the 
aspirations of that aggregate of humanity; otherwise 
it will disappear in burning ruins. 

The committee has found that there should be a 
reduction of some $ 6 , 000,000 in provincial expendi¬ 
ture. Its report does not show how more than 
$3,500,000 of this amount can be saved, but the 
committee would be more than human if it were able 
to do so. Nearly $10,000,000 of our provincial 
charges are allocated to debt charges. Nearly 
$5,000,000 must go to the municipalities. In the 
light of our present reventie of _ $ 22 , 000,000 that 
leaves only $7,000,000. or thereabouts, on which to 
run the province. Whether this is enough for the pur¬ 
pose, or not. Finance Minister Jones is able to tell 
us. knows more about our financial position than 
anybody else across James Bay. He knows, too, that 
some of the economies he is urged to adopt may cost 
us more in the long run than we have to pay now. He 
knows that if, for instance, the government radically 
reduces the personnel of the government service the 
unemployment list, which will have to be assumed by 
the province and municipalities, will be considerably 
enlarged, merchants will suffer and so will the pro¬ 
vincial Treasury. 

In its recommendation of the abolition of patron¬ 
age in public works expenditures and in the (Airchas- 
ing of supplies the committee will have the approval 
of the major portion of the public. The province has 
lost millions through this pernicious system, and k is 
time to call a halt to it. Likewise, the public will 
endorse the proposal of the committee for the disposal 
of the P.G.E. after a certain period of readjustment. 
Whether a purchaser can be found or not is a ques¬ 
tion. Just now no interest seems to be able to buy 
a railroad except under conditions which will result 
in heavy actual or potential loss to the vendor. Cer¬ 
tainly our provincial governments have shed much 
perspiration in their efforts to sell this railroad during 
the last ten years.
